Senator 
Borah's 
announcement 


that he favors an increase in taxes 
was made with the idea of 
the tendency to spend money which 
the government does not - have in 
sight from any source. The only way 
out of the present difficulty is eith- 
er to increase taxes or borrow. All 
sorts of plans including bond issues 
are under consideration but the treas- 
ury department insists on opposing 
all of them, the argument teing that 
the situation will not be relieved "by 
adding burdens directly or indirectly 
to the taxpayer; 
Borrowing 'huge 


sums means an increase in the inter- 
est charges which in turn must be 
raised by taxation and -the budget is 
'already overspent 
for the current' 


year by more than three hundred and 
thirty million dollars. 


Rarely has congress been so united 


in its objective namely to find a way 
to restore prosperity, but the plans 
suggested to bring it about are al- 
most as diverse as there are groups 
and leaders in the senate. 


EXPECT BETTER TIMES 


Some of the leaders refuse to" as- 


sume 'that the treasury will have a 
deficit next June because they think 
that between.now and the summer 
such an improvement in business 
will have developed as to 
improve 


government finances materially. Al- 
so, notwithstanding the likelihood of 
big appropriations during the current 
fiscal year, many members of con- 
gress share the view of Representa- 
tive Garner, minority leader, that 
much of the money appropriated wi!1 
not he spent until the nest fiscal 
year. This is because the delays in 
getting building projects under "wa^ 
in the past are likely to occur again. 


Everybody is opposed to new taxes 


and the importance of the present 
agitation is ths sobering effect it will 
have on the enthusiasm of congress 
for the appropriation of money to 
relieve unemployment. Congress has 
gotten away to a running start on 
the subject and is anxious to do 
something in a hurry but as usual 
with a December session the commit- 
tees have not gotten together and no 
work has been done toward plans for 
relief except by the executive branch 
of the government. 


Just why some of the committees 


could not have met informally in Oc- 
tober and November for the consider- 
ation of many of the projects now 
being offered is difficult to under- 
stand in the light of the general feel- 
ing on Capitol hill that an extraor- 
dinary emergency has developed. The 
only inference that can be drawn is 
that while the real pressure from 
constituencies is causing a number 
of members to appear as active as 
possible, they realize very little can 
be done in the way of appropriations 
because the money can only come 


the taxpayers themselves.

tractors."

that Eckard admitted he shot the 
youth but declared he did so in self- 
defense. Eckard told the sheriff he 
was knocked down several times by 
aemphill when the later demanded 
:o know why he had been accused of 
steading candy bars from the confec- 
:ion counter.

INSURANCE DISPUTE 


Company Not Third Party 


Until After Judgment, if 
Policy Says So 


-Madison — (/P) — An insurance com- 
pany cannot be made a third party 
to an action until a final judgment 
has been rendered against the in- 
jured, if • the Insurance policy con- 
tains such a stipulation, the state. 
supreme court ruled today. 


More than a score of cases in Wis- 


consin were pending upon the de- 
cision of the court. The ruling came 
in the case of JElias Bergstein, Su- 
perior, versus Sam Popkin, Superior, 
and the Central Surety" and Insur- 
ance company. 


Bergstein sued Popkin and the 


Insurance company for damages as 
a result of a collision between Pop- 
kin's automobile and his own horse 
and wagon. 
The company filed a 


plea in abatment, citing the. clause 
in the policy which said the com- 
pany could not be made a party to 
the action until judgment had been 
rendered against the insured or af- 
ter an agreement had been made be- 
tween the plaintiff and 
defendant 


with the ''consent of the- company. 


Trial Judge Archibald McKay 'of 


Superior, awarded Bergstein dam- 
ages of $1,589.41 and denie.d the in- 
surance company's plea in abatment. 
Bergstein's counsel cited Chap. 467 
of the laws of 1929 in which the' 
legislature amended Sec. "85.25 by 
making an insurer liable for dam- 
ages "irrespective of whether such 
liability be in praesenti or contingent 
and to become fixed or certain by 
final judgment against the insured." 


The supreme court decision, writ- 


ten by Chief Justice Marvin Rosen- 
berry, held that the legislative act 
was constitutional but ruled that 
that body's intent was to fix liability 
rather than to deprive . Insurance 
companys of the right to delay ac- 
tion. 


Justice Oscar Fritz, with Justice 


Chester Fowler concurring, wrote 
a dissenting opinion in which 'he con- 
curred in the "'ultimate conclusion 
that the trial court committed a pre- 
judicial-error in failing' to* sustain 
the plea in abatement" but held that 
it was applicable only in this case 
because the insurance - policy had 
been written prior to the amending 
of the law by the 1929- legislature. • 


"The legislature quite 
evidently 


was willing to make the liability of 
the insurer to the insured person a's 
absolute as possible but was not 
willing to deprive the insurer of the 
right to postpone suit against it 
until the .amount of damage has 
been ascertained as provided," Jus- 
tice Rosenberry wrote.

The senate action in overruling the 


Nye committee and seating Senator 
Davis of Pennsylvania has brought 
forth scorching criticism of that body 
with the claim that its action is incon- 
sistent with its former vote in respect 
to Senators-elect Vare of Pennsylvania 
and Smith of Illinois, to neither of 
whom it permit the oath of office to 
be given. But a careful inquiry into 
the reasons that could legitimately 


. arouse honest differences of opinion 


fails to indicate the certainty of incon- 
sistency assumed by critics with vi- 
triolic pen or that anything prevails in 
the senate but a just difference of opin- 
ion in respect to debatable or doubtful 
propositions. The language of the con- 
stitution that "each house shall be the 
judge of the elections, returns and 
qualifications of its own members" is 
first of all subject to various conflict- 
ing opinions concerning the exact ex- 
tent of its meaning. Many members 
of the senate have ardently claimed 
that the word "qualifications" refers 
only.to the age, residence, and citizen- 
ship necessary under the law to secure 
admission to the senate but this con- 
struction has failed, if for no other rea- 
son than that as so limited a senator- 
elect who had gained his seat by fraud 
or corruption could not be excluded. 
-Corruption which'taints and avoids ev- 
ery contract or transaction in commerce 
would therefore be supreme and un- 
touchable where it would be doing the 
most harm, public life. Such a con-~ 
struction would be doing ill justice to 
the constitutional fathers who would 
therefore stand convicted of failing to 
create any agency to eradicate from 
public life its most abhorrent feature, 
the corruption which_seeks only to pol- 
lute it. 


In the Smith and Vare cases corrup- 


tion was established sufficiently clear 
prior to the time these men were pre- 
sented for the oath as to justify the 
majority in refusing admission or de- 
ferring it until sufficient time could be 
obtained to gather all the testimony. 
But right there is another point of pro- 
cedure that has bothered the senate in 
the past and again in the Davis case. 
Will it admit the senator in deference 
to the right of his state to have repre- 
sentation or upon the presumption that 
innocence prevails until all the evi- 
dence is in, and then at the conclusion 
of the evidence, if fraud or corruption 
be established, expel him, or will it 
defer his admission until it can inquire 
into the facts? The opinion which 
has backing from the ablest senators 
is that unless all proof is ready at the 
time a senator-elect is entitled to be 
given the oath and establishes his dis- 
qualification admission must be grant- 
ed. Such was the practice even in the 
case of the notorious Lorimer of Illi- 
nois.

MILTON'S BIRTH 


On Dec. 9 1608, John Milton, English poet and 


publicist, was born in London. 


He entered Cambridge at 16, "where he compos- 


ed several odes and elegies. Shortly after his 
graduation he went to his father's house at Hor- 
ton, where for five years he studied the classics. 


After a tour of the continent, Milton returned 


to .England to find it in a state of political un- 
rest. In the ensuing 20 years in which 
the 


country was at war, he wrole no .poetry but 
contributed keen writings to the struggle. 


After the execution of Charles I, Milton is- 


sued a defense of the deed and this led to other 
pamphlets which gave him European fame as 
a controversialist. When the Commonwealth was 
established, Milton "was appointed secretary for 
foreign tongues to the council of state. Thotigh 
he became totally blind at this post, he carried 
on his public duties. 


Milton's most famous work is "Paradise Lost."

Whatever the title is, I insist there 


is no such thing' as stomach ache or 
pain in the stomach. Any such ache 
or pain is actually in the belly ache. 
The belly is the interior abdominal 
wall, not the abdominal cavity nor 
the organs within that body cavity. 
It is only in the'•wall of the abdomen 
that there are any nerves of pain 
sense; spinal nerves. The internal 
organs are not supplied with such 
nerves at all. Internal organs are 
wholly controlled by the automatic, 
"sympathetic" nervous system, and 
the nerves of that system do not 
convey sensations of pain. This ana- 
tomical or "physiological truth may 
explain, to the uninitiated how doe- 
tors can operate on internal organs 
practically painlessly if they first 
benumb the nerves of the abdominal 
wall at the site of the incision. Cut- 
ting or stitching of the internal or- 
gan is painless, tho rough handling 
or~injury of the organ may produce 
grave shock even tho it cause no 
pain, for the sympathetic nerves do 
transmit messages to injury. 


Now, then, we're speaking of belly- 


ake, and if we can't call it that, 
there's no use going an$- further to- 
day, for we will never in the world 
understand each other. So I beg the 
censors to kill this whole article if 
they cannot pass the term bellyake 
as is. - 


The first impulse that occurs to 


the unsophisticated when confronted 
with a genuine bellyake and no tele- 
phone is to administer a dose- of cas- 
tor oil. That is very bad. Not that 
castor oil is such a frightful dose to 
take, but I repeat, that is a danger- 
ous impulse. If you can remember 
nothing else in such an emergency 
I beg you to remember that in the 
interest of the victim of the bellyake 
you must resist that impulse, even 
at the cost of a quardel with the well 
meaning but unenlightened busybody 
who proposes to administer the pana- 
cea.

Besides, when little Willie 
who writes this had appendicitis he 
first ascribed the distress within to 
a lot of cocoantit ho had been eating 
a few hours before, though cocoanut 
had never before troubled him at all. 
Had I been eating green apples— 


No, friends, there is only one safe 


treatment for bellyake and that is 
leave it alone, except to give the suf- 
ferer such relief as external heat af- 
fords, and send for a doctor.

AT YALE 


BECAUSE OF AGE 


Dr. Wilbur Cross, Connecti- 


cut to Give Citizens Some 
Statesmanship

New Haven, Conn.— Dr. "Wilbur 


Lucius Cross may be too old to con- 
tinue his -work at Tale University, 
but his 68 years couldn't prevent 
him from giving his native state of 
Connecticut a few lessons in states- 
manship. Tofiay he still is receiving 
congratulations on one of the most 
astonishing victories in the Xovem- 
b"er elections. He is the first Demo- 
cratic governor-elect in 20 years, the 
oldest of the new chief executives, 
and the youngest in point of political 
experience. 


Xever before had Dr. Cross even 


considered running for office. His 
entire career has been in the field of 
education. 
He 
is 
internationally 


known as a literary historian, one 
of the greatest of critics, editor of 
the Tale Review, the quarterly de- 
voted to learning and letters •which 
he has conducted since 1911, and as 
an author and editor of works deal- 
ing with eighteenth' and nineteenth 
century English literature. 


Last June, as the result of an arbi- 


trary university rule regarding age 
limits, he was retired as Dean Em- 
eritus of the Tale Graduate School. 
And it was in the same month, at a 
meeting of the Democratic leaders, 
that he was asked to make an ad- 
dress in the absence of a scheduled 
speaker. "Just say anything, Doc- 
tor," the committee told him, apolo- 
getically. ""VTe'll put you on at the 
end of tbe program " 


SPEECH WON ATTENTION 


The crisp old Xew England schol- 


ar spoke for less than frve minutes. 
Though personally dry, he attacked 
prohibition. The next morning he 
awoke to find the morning papers 
mentioning his name as likely guber- 
natorial material. 


"I had no idea at the time that 


anything would come of at," said 
Dr. Cross. *'I made no move to se- 
cure the nomination." But he got it, 
by unanimous acclamation 
a few 


onths later, and lost no time in 
•oing into action. 
He knew exactly what he wanted 


to do. Prohibition and machine gov- 
ernment were the issues. He knew 
exactly who he wanted to manage 
his campaign, too, and began by de- 
manding the resignation 
of two 


pi eminent Democratic state central 
committeemen. "When the organiza- 
tion balked, he threatened to decline 
the nomination. The 
organization 


capitulated. 


They tell how a group of politi- 


cians made an appointment with Dr. 
Cross for a long conference in which 
they would impart to him their plans 
for the campaign. He listened for a 
few moments, put in a few terse 
suggestions? told them very quietly 
what his ideas were, and abruptly 
ended the meeting. The politicians 
•were on their way home in fifteen 
minutes.

He 
noke very slowly, with a delibera- 


n that was devastating to his 


> jell-binding rivals. He made effec- 


Jrtice use 
of% his Tankee 
humor. 


Listeners could see his smile coming, 
tinder that close-clipped moustache, 
and were ready to laugh with him. 
They understood his homely, barn- 
yard smiles, and honored him as a 
native son whose ancestors 
have 


been New Englanders since the mid- 
dle of the seventeenth century. They 
•were pleased to find no high hat 
upon his high brow, and were glad 
to meet a celebrated scholar who had 
no qualms about using the Anglo- 
Saxon contraction "ain't." 


His 6S years were no handicap to 


his activity. He campaigned against 
bossism, yet he was the most dic- 
tatorial politician of them all. He 
promised, if elected, to be governor 
in fact as well as in name, and the 
organization that he led, or, in occa- 
sion, kicked through the campaign, 
already is speaking of him as "the 
ungovernable governor."

Hatfield of West Virginia was then 
the division surgeon. Doak soon en- 
tered the trainmen's 
brotherhood 


and had become the local legislative 
representative. In 1908 he was the 
general chairman for the N. & W. 
system and chairman of the union's 
West Virginia legislative board. He 
moved to Roanoke, ~Va. In 1916 he 
was elected vice president 
of the 


brotherhood and was appointed na- 
tional legislative representative. He 
has since acted as president and as- 
sistant president of the brotherhood. 


Few non-members have a wider 


personal acquaintance in Congress 
than Doak. 
The lobbyist's career 


here is usually a quiet, unexciting 
one, 
and so Doak's legislative work 


was not spectacular. He has devoted 
himself primarily to pushing legis- 
lature demanded by the trainmen, 
but has also helped promote other 
labor measures. 


Opposition to Doa3~ within labor 


ranks has been based partly upon

SOVIET CARRIES ON 
PROPAGANDA FOR ITS 


Masses Told Building Pro- 


gram May Be Completed 
in Four Years 


Moscow—(XP)—Whether or not the 


Soviet government actually believes 
it can accomplish 
the tremendous 


tasks, it has outli-»d in the famous 
"five-year plan," of industrialization, 
the masses of Russians are being 
flooded with propaganda to convince 
them that not only will the great 
Communist building plan be carried 
out on time but that probably the 
work will be completed in four years. 


As a convincing argument that the 


first big Soviet job -will be finished by 
1932 instead of 1933, the newspapers 
recently announced that the plan- 
ning section of the supreme econom- 
ic council, together with the indus- 
trial economic institute, have already 
taken steps to map out a second five 
j.ear schedule. 


Figures of the state planning com- 


mission purport to show that the 
present plan is far ahead of its sched-, 
ule in practically every one of the 
major industries of "Soviet Russia. 
Nevertheless the plan has had its 
difficulties will present themselves 
during the pending third year. 


The obvious handicaps 
are 
the 


shortage of labor and foreign credits. 
The Soviet scheme calls for 1,500,000 
additional laborers in 1931. The seri- 
ousness of this problem Is shown by 
the fact that, at the conclusion of the 
second year of the plan, there was a 
labor shortage of some 500,000 in the 
union. 


KEEP WORKERS ON JOBS 


The government accounted in large 


part for this shortage by pointing' out 
that thousands of workers would not 
stick to their jobs, but would quit to 
seek better and more remunerative 
employment. The obviating of this 
itinerant labor question Is now be- 
lieved to have been solved by the 
various unions, whic>, upon instruc- 
tions from the "higher ups," have 
•warned workers that they will not 
be permitted to quit their jobs ex- 
cept for the best of reasons such as 
ill health, etc. 


The penalty Is expulsion from the 


union and the withdrawal of bread 
cards and food privileges, also black- 
listing in other plants and factories. 
In other words, all workers, 
both 


men and women, must agree to re- 
main "for the duration." 


The government some time ago 


called for subscriptions to a, "five 
year plan, in four years loan" and, up 
to recently, the results have some- 
what disappointed the state banking 
authorities. 
The total subscribed 


thus far is around 560,000,000 roubles 
(approximately $280,000,000) with the 
workers and employes taking up for 
the- greater amount and the peasants 
exhibiting their usual pessimism by 
absorbing only a small part of the 
issue. The ultimate size of this loan 
has not been set by the authorities, 
but it is believed that a billion WP.S 
the sum hoped for. 


In the meantime the government 


is working desperately to fill 
the 


huge labor demands which must be 
met next year. Schools for the train- 
ing of special workers are being 
opened rapidly. Soldiers of the red 
army who are finishing their terms 
of conscription are being sent to 
work on the big projects throughout 
the union and a large portion of the 
gap is expected to be filled by young 
men and women who complete their 
school years. 


Just how additional foreign credit 


is to be obtained the government fi- 
nance commissariat has not yet re- 
vealed, but this matter apparently 
does not seem to be worrying the au- 
thorities at the present tune.

Cleveland—UP1—The bottom of the 


business depression Is at hand, ac- 
cording to all the "old signs and 
symptoms," and recovery next year 
should be expected, Col. Leonard P. 
Ayres. vice president of the Cleve- 
land Trjist company and internation- 
ally prominent business forecaster, 
said today.

credit "we have not developed any 
new wave of constructive enterprise 
such as canals, railroads, war ma-

from "men of courage who took ad- 
vantage of the low interest rates to 
float bond issues for financing ex- 
pansion and improvements. 


"Such new construction is the 


most effective force 
making 
for 


business recovery because the wages 
that are paid produce a prompt res- 
toration of the purchasing power of 
the workers without resulting in 
output of new goods which the work- 
ers must buy if work is continued," 
he said. 


He continued that "it now seems 


likely that business recovery will be- 
gin as a combination of many minor 
improvements and that it will be ac- 
companied by the developments that 
normally occur in such a period.

Washington—Wisconsin is appar- 


ently not carrying its full propor- 
tionate share of the country's Inter- 
nal-revenue tax 
burden since the 


state had a larger percentage-share 
in the population of the 
country 


than in an internal-revenue receipts 
of the country for the fiscal year 
1930, according to the annual report 
of the commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enus made public Monday. 


"Wisconsin's population of 2,930,282 


persons equaled 2.38 per cent of the 
country's total population, while the 
535,512,796.15 of internal revenue tax 
es paid by the Badger state in the 
fiscal year 1930, which ended June 
30, 1930, -was- only 1.17 per cent of 
the nation's $3,040,145,733.17 tax to- 
tal. 


However, these statistics do not 


conclusively prove that "Wisconsin 
failed to carry its tax burden, since 
tax receipts are credited to the dis- 
trict and states in which the collec- 
tions are made. Receipts collected 
in one state may be for taxes even- 
tually borne in another state. 


Of, the total internal revenue re- 


ceipts in Wisconsin, 
$34,133,678.46 


was for income tax and $29,077.47 
for miscellaneous taxes. 


The report states that tax returns 


were received from 24,793 manufac- 
turers and wholesale dealers in oleo- 
margarine during- the 
fiscal year 


1930. 


Interesting statistics 
concerning 


this industry are contained in this 
report. 
On July 1, 1929, the begin- 


ning of the fircal year, there were 
67 oleomargarine manufacturers in 
business. During the year four fac- 
tories closed while seven new ones 
began business, thus leaving a total 
of 70 in business at the end of the 
year on June 30, 1930. 


During the year, 17,102,771 pounds 


of colored and 332,020,954 pounds of 
uncolored oleomargarine were pro- 
duced, compared with 
16,305,863 


pounds of colored and 316,815,588 
pounds of uncolored produced dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1929. This was 
an increase of 4.88 per cent and 4.80 
per cent, respectively.

Millions Of dims Trees 


Are Planted In Texas 


Brownsville; Tex.—(ff)—The 
lower 


Rio Grande valley of Texas rapidly 
is nudging closer to national leader- 
ship in the citrus fruit industry. 


The valley's ambition is to have 


the largest number of citrus trees 
by 1931 of any territory in the world. 


The magnitude of the Texas 


grapefruit industry is revealed in 
the citrus census of the department 
of agriculture, which disclosed that 
the valley had 6,001,101 citrus trees 
on April 1 of this year. Of this num- 
ber 4,201,650 were grapefruit trees. 


During the present season approx- 


imately T.,500,000 additional 
citrus 


trees are to^be planted, and 1,250,000 
of these -will be grapefruit. 
This 


would bring the total 
grapefruit 


trees in the section: to '5,451,650. 


During 1931 it is estimated an ad- 


ditional 650,000 grapefruit trees will 
be planted, bringing the total to 
6,101,650. 


The valley hopes to surpass Flori- 


da by the end of nest year in the 
number of trees planted, and per- 
haps to lead all citrus-growing sec- 
tions of the world in that respect. 


Florida, however, with approxi- 


mately 5,600,000 bearing grapefruit 
trees, still is far ahead of the valley 
in production. That state ships about 
30,000 carloads of grapefruit annual-- 


ly, while the Rio Grande sectio 
totaled 4,500 carloads last year. 


The valley's output, however, 


expected to double annually for sev 
eral years to come as productivenes 
of young trees increases. 


The value of trees now in Texa 


orchards is estimated at $120,000,000 
and the 
valley has 
thousands o 


acres of additional land suitable fo 
development of the industry.

Mr, Macaulay shows 
that in 1921 the purchasing power

dropped to 60 per cent of its previ- 
ous level, but stabilization was ef-

This policy was effective be- 
tween 1922 and 1929. 


This brings Mr. Macaulay to the 


conclusion that, inasmuch

* Jtablished a precedent for stab-iliza- 


ting currency and have since 1922 


* prevented inflation by selling bonds 


when enormous gold Imports were 
in progress, they should now go fur- 
ther than they have up to this time

LIVERWORT THOUGHT 


TO BE PIONEER OF 


VEGETABLE WORLD 


Washington — (IP) — The "liver- 


wort," a small, delicate plant found 
growing- in Alaskan lava beds, was 
advanced by science today as the 
possible pionee'r of all vegetable life. 


Striving- to solve the riddle of the 


start of vegetation on the earth's 
crust in -the dim past, an expedition 
of^the National Geographic society 
explored, the lava wastes of the Alas- 
kan peninsula, last 
summer 
and 


found the liverworts thriving where 
no other plant life could survive. 


The preliminary report of the ex- 


pedition, headed, by Dr. Robert F. 
Griggs, botanist, sajrs the lava areas, 
created 18 years ago during- the 
great eruption of Katrnai volcano, 
were barren of soil and there was 
no apparent trace of nitrogen, neces- 
sary for plant growth. 


Where the liverworts had been 


established long enough to 
decay 


and form beginnings of soil, how- 
ever, other plants were started, said 
Briggs, who is making experiments 
to determine if the liverwort is able 
to obtain nitrogen from the air.

Everybody, except possibly some 


of the 
broadcasters 
themselves, 


agree there are too many stations. 
With 620 of them licensed on the 
90 channels available to this coun- 
try, interference is unavoidable, due 
to the extreme congestion. But no 
single group of individuals would 
protest more loudly than members 
of congress itself if any effort were 
made arbitrarily to delete 
stations 


and thereby establish an ideal broad- 
casting structure. 
. 


As a matter of fact, the commis- 


sion is fearful of the wrath of con- 
gress in such extreme cases. Pres- 
sure brought to bear on members of 
congress by their constituents and 
through the affected stations would 
be so great that congressmen 
in 


most instances would lose no time in 
combatting such moves. 


It has happened in the past in no 


few cases where stations have been 
threatened witli actions much less 
drastic than absolute removal from 
the air. SEEN AS ATTACK 


Chairman 
White's 
resolution, 


which doubtlessly will pass, is seen 
as an attack upon the commission. 
He believes, and he is supported by 
others, that 
the 
commission has 


granted too many 
new 
licenses. 


Even when a station has "died," he 
stated, the commission

taken advantage of the opportunity 
to rid itself of a worry, but has is- 
sued new licenses "to fill the gaps." 


Mr. White, it is admitted in com- 


mission circles, is fcorrect in that 
view. But the commission believes it

Politics are mixed up in radio. The 


value of a franchise to the ether is
